The absence of effective 
international regulation also allows middlemen to 
profit from the demand lor children to adopt. 

The Hague Convention on Inter country 
Adoptions is intended to regulate international 
adoptions. It states that these can only go ahead 
if the parents' ,8) COnsent, where applicable, has 
been obtained without any kind of payment or 
compensation. Costs and expenses can be paid, 
and a reasonable fee may go to the adoption 
agency involved, but nothing more. The document 
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is clear: 19) wads of cash may not 20) change hands 
in return for poor motherless 2l) mites. 

These rules look fine on paper but are 
difficult to enforce. Incidents abound of 
vulnerable children being whisked away with 
profit in mind rather than their 22) well-being. In 
2007, Zoe's Ark, a French charity, was accused 
of kidnapping more than 
100 children from 23> Chad 
and 24) Sudan for adoption in 
France. In 2008, a 25) scam was 
uncovered in which children 
in India were kidnapped, given 
new identities and dispatched to 
new parents in the West. 

The process of adoption 
is difficult to 26> police. When 
corruption becomes clear in 
the adoption process in one 
country, and agencies are shut 
down, those involved look 
around for another country 
that is not so 27) fussy. The 
result is that individual countries 
increasingly toughen their 
laws on adoption. Ensuring that only legitimate 
candidates for adoption find their way to the 
West will be 28) tricky when such powerful human 
instincts as those of the childless seeking a baby are 
involved.

The street where I live is like many suburban 
streets throughout Britain. Rows o 1' 
Victorian and 2> Edwardian red-brick villas hug 
a long, tree- lined road. Neighbours go to work, 
come back, keep to themselves. Most of them 
like me strangers to each other. 

1 have lived in my street for 14 years and I 
have long suspected that, behind every one of the 
116 doors lining the road, there are fascinating 
stories to be told. So. driven by curiosity 
perhaps better described as nosiness — I decided 
to make a film about my neighbours. What I found 
turned out to be a 4> revelation a rich mosaic of 
human life. 

As I walked up and down meeting people. 
I was most struck by the way my neighbours 
coped with adversity, I found a family who 
appeared to be successful, happy and untroubled. 
Ali and Keith were authors, with one son. Jay, at 
university and another, Louis, still at school. In 
2005. Keith, who is in his fifties, was diagnosed 
with ' mesothelioma, an incurable cancer caused 
by exposure to 'asbestos, in his case possibly 
from a school building.

Joseph told us his story how he'd been 
having fun in Thailand, run out of money and 
been recruited to a drug-smuggling ""ring. He was 
arrested in Japan carrying around 70 '"pellets 
of 'cannabis in his stomach. I le was sentenced 
to three and a half years in prison, most of it in 
solitary confinement, and after he came home he 
"'"lost it". Bit by bit, though, Joseph in his quiet 
way was slowly putting his life back together...
